Monopetalous or fingle-leaf'd Flower, \are, the Bell-{hapedy. the Funnel-fhaped, the 
Wheel-{haped, the Labiate Flower, and. the Bios Perfonatus, fo called, becaufe its 
Leaf imitates the Beaks or gaping Afouths of certain Animals, The Species of the 
polypetalous Flower, are, the Crofs-{haped Flower, the Rofaceons, the Gillyflower-like 
Flower, the Liliaceous, and Papilionaceous, whofe little Petala or Leaves are fo. 
difpofeds asyto reprefent the Form of a Butterfly. The compound Flower i divided 
into the Flofcular, Semiflofcular, and Radiated. oe , 

When any Plant therefore offers it felf to the inquifitive Botanift, he is fir to 
examine the Flower, if it 1s leafy or ftamineous, fimple or compofite 5 let us fuppofe 
it, for example, of the Bell-fhape: In this cafe, the firft Clafs of our Inftitutions, 
which treats of the monopetalous Bell-{haped Flowers, w to be confulted, and all the 
different Kinds diligently furveyed, till he meets with a Flower like to that which 
remains unknown ; for if in Form it imitates a Bindweed Flower, there he muft fix, 
and continue his Search till he finds if its Pointal changes into a Fruit like to that 
of the Bindweed : If it is fo, the unknown Plant is to be ranked, beyond all doubt, 

under the Genus of the Bindweed : Nor is it enough to know the Genus 3 all the Spe~ 
cies there enumerated are to be feparately examined, that it may appear whether 
this particular one be defcribed or uot 3 for if in its whole Form, that is, in Roots, 
_ Leaves, Stalks, Flowers, and Fruit, it agrees with that Species which Cafpar Bauhin 
calls the great white Bindweed, it is without Controverfy the great white Bindweed

When the Knowledge of Plants is attained by this Method, 1t is rarely loft, or af it 
fo happens, it is eafily, by the fame Means, recalled : The ftudious Botanift, how= 
ever, is to be advifed of this, that befides the generical Charatteriftick, which for 
the moft part 1s founded upon the particular Form of the Flower and Fruit, all the 
other Parts of the Plant are to be accurately examined with a nice and curious Eye, 
that the Images may remain more deeply traced 3 for having once difcovered the Genus 
of each Species by the fole In[pettion of the Flower, in eae of the Year the 
fame Species is eafily diftingusfhed, it immediately occurin to thofe who are bur 
juft initiated into this Art, that Leaves of this or the ather Form belong only to a 
Plant that bears a Flower and Fruit of a peculiar determined Structure : So that 
the generical Atarks of Plants depend only upon two or three Parts, whereas the 
pecifick Charatters are derived not only from all the individual Parts, but alfo from 
their feveral Qualities, by which it appears that nothing certain can be determined y 
even of the fmalleft Herb, but after the moft exatt Examination of all its Parts in 
their different Seafons. | 
Long Experience has ever confirmed this to be the furef? and fhortef? Way to 
obtain the true Knowledge of Plants, efpecially of fuch as annually flower and fru 
itify, for as.to tall and lofty Trees, which but rarely bear either Flower or Fruity 
their Names ought rather to be learned from Books, or from a Teacher, tho’ their 
Genus’s are to be determined by the Form of their Flower or Fruit , for thofe. that 
are efteemed Species of the Poplar, Afh, or Oak, are only ranked: under thofe Gee 
— nus’sy from the particular Struture of their Flowers. and Fruit, and albeit they dif= 
fered in their Leaves from every other Species, would fill appropriate to themfelves 
the fame Name, from their Agreement in the generical Charatteriftick. 


I mufk not omit to inform my Readers, that I not only enumerate the feveral. 


ecies of Plants, but oftex mention what the Botamfts call Varieties 5 not at all 
folicitous whether they be really the fame Species only varied and fomewhat diver fi- 


fied 5 for as they differ in fome fenfible Qualities, they ought to he diftinguifhed ‘ 
peculiar Titles.

When of Years proper to commence his Latin Studies, he was fent to the Jefuirs College 
at dix, where his Genius foon difcovered it {elf : Plants no fooner, offered themfelves to 
his View, than he felt a ftrong Inclination to Botany, diligently enquired their Names, 


J Ofeph Pitton Tournefort, was born at dix in Provence, the fifth of Fune, in the Year 


and carefully obferved their Differences, and would often employ the Hours of his Clafs to — 


herbarize in the Fields, and preferred the Study of Nature to that of the Roman Language ; 
nor, when advanced to Philofophy, could he relith that which was then commonly tanght ; 
he found nothing ‘but abftracted and indetermined Ideas, which ftart wide of Things, and 
afford no folid Entertainment nor real Satisfaction to a Mind clofely bent upon the Purfuit 
‘of Nature: Chance at laft favoured his Inclinations ; in his Father’s Clofer he difcovered the 
Philofophy of De/cartes, little known at that Time in Provence, and foon found it was what 


he fo long fearched for, and that it an{wered his Tafte ; be could not entertain himfelf with — 


this Philofopher but at ftoln Hours ; this inflamed his Mind with ftronger Defires, and 
‘quickened his Application ;-and the Father who oppofed his Purfuit of fo ufeful a Study, 
gave him an Opportunity of laying the Foundation of a moft excellent Education, without 
thinking that he in the leaft contributed thereto: As he defigned him for the Church, he 
fixed him in a Seminary to follow his Theological Studies ; but the Bent of Nature bafiled 
the Parent’s Views ; the Love of Botany {0 filled his Mind that Divinity lay neglected, and 
he. purfued: bis favourice Study, either ina curious Garden belonging to an Apothecary at 
Aix, in the adjoining Fields, or upon the Tops of the neighbouring Mountains 3 and by 
Addrefs or Prefents, gained Accefs to fuch Places where he thought there were Plants not 
to be found elfewhere: If thefe Means failed, rather than fuffer‘a Difappointment, he re- 
folved to enter by Stealth and Secrecy, which often expofed him to Danger $ and he once 
narrowly efcaped the Rage of the Peafants, who miftaking him for a Thief, hotly charged 
him with Volleys of Stones. Chymiftry and Anatomy: too had powerful and engaging 
Charms, and almoft equally fired bis inquifive Mind : In fhort, the Study of Nature and 
Medicine attracted him with fuch irrefiftible Force, that Theology was abandoned, and the 
Church obliged to yield her unjuft Acquifition ; he had befare his Eyes, the Example of a 
paternal Uncle, a Phyfician of great Merit and Reputation ; this encouraged him in his 
Choice, and the Death of his Father, which happened in the Year 1677, took off all Ree 
ftraint, and left him at full Liberty to purfue his favourite Views. . 

Fle improved the Opportunity, and in 1678, vifited the Mountains of Dauphine and 
Savoy, from whence he brought a great Number of curious Plants. which laid the Foun- 
dation of his Herbal. . |

Jn the Year 1679, he went from Aix to. Montpelier, where he made great Progrefs, 
and confiderably improved himfelf in Anatomy and Phyfick..

_ blifhed in this City by Heary the Fourth, however richly furnifhed, could not fatisfy 
his Curiofity; he travelled all the adjoining Parts for ten Leagues round, and difcovered 
~ Plants unknown, even to the Inhabitants; but thefe Courfes were fill too much con- 
finéd and bounded: In the Year 1681, in the Month of April, he fet out for Barcelona, 
and ftaid till Mid-Summer in the Mountains of Catalonia, whither he was accompanied 
by the Phyficians of the Country, and. the young Students, to whom he read Lectures 
_ of Botany ; one would have almoft concluded, that herein he imitated the ancient Gym- 
nofophifts, who kept their Schools in remote Defarts, and carried their Difciples there 
to inftruct them. En 
The high Pyrenean Mountains ftood too near in view not to afford a powerful Tempta- 
tion ; he well knew that in thofe va{t Solitudes he. muft lead the Life of the moft autftere 
and rigid Anchoret, and. that the miferable Inhabitants, who were to furnifh him with 
_ that poor flender Subfiftence, exceeded not in Number the Robbers whom he had to dread; 
- and it fo happened that he was often ftripp’d by the pen Miquelets ; but he at laft found 
out a Stratagem how to fave a little Money upon {uch Occafions: In Loaves, which he 
- carried about with him, he concealed fome Reals ; tho’ they fearched him narrowly, and. 
were not of a Character to flight the fmallef{ Gain, yet the Bread was fo coarfe, black, 
and hard that they left it to himy-contemning the mean Purchafe: The Strength and 
Paffion of his Inclination furmounted all Difficulties, and thofe hideous and almoft in- 
acceffible Rocks ftood transformed to his View into a mo{t magnificent Library, where 
every Thing courted his Fancy, where his Curiofity rioted and was moft luxurioufly 
feafted, and where his Hours glided {moothly in infinite Pleafure and Satisfaction ; du- 
ring his ftay here one unhappy accident befel him, a wretched Hut, where he Jay, fell 
~upon him, he remain’d two Hours buried under the Ruins, and had any longer delay

About the end of the Year 1681, he returned to AZontpelier, and from thence into his 
»own Country to 4ix, where he clafied in his Herbal all the Plants he had colleéted. in 
Provence, Languedoc; Dauphine, Catalonia, and upon the Alps and Pyrenees: There \are but 
few that can comprehend, how the Pleafure of viewing thefe Plants entire, well pre- 
ferved, and regularly difpofed in a beautiful Order, in large Volumes of white Paper, © 
abundantly recompenced all his paft Toil and Fatigue. a a ee 
Happy it was for Botany, that Monfieur Fagon, then firft Phyfician to the late Queen 
of France, as he had been always paffionately addicted thereto, and look'd upon it, not 
only as a curious Study, but as an effential Branch of Phyfick, now declared himfelf 
its Patron and favoured its Advancement with all the Power which his high Poft and 
Merit gave him: The Report of Monfieur Tournefort’s Fame and Character reached him 
from fo many Parts, and {till fo uniformly, that he refolved to draw him to Paris, the 
general Rendezvous of all the great Genius's difperfed over the feveral Provinces of the 
Kingdom; for that End he addrefled himfelf to ALadame de Venelle, Sub-Governante of

Ufes in Phyfick. Itis not to be imagined that he who fearched for Plants upon the 
Summits of the Alps and Pyrenees, would neglect to furvey thofe that grow in ‘the 
Country adjoining to Paris. Botany would be a Science meerly curious, had it no rela- 
tion to Phyfick’; and it is the Botany of one’s own native Country which ought to be 
chiefly ftudied; not that Nature has been fo careful as to furnifh each Climate wae 
Plants appropriated to the Difeafes of the Inhabitants, but that it is more convenient fo 
employ what is near at hand; and what comesifrom remote and foreign Parts, is often 
found pofleffed of no fuperiour Virtue. In this Hiftory, befides the different Names 
and Defcriptions of the Plants, Mr. Townefort gives us their chymical Analyfis, as per- 
- formed by the Royal Academy, with their molt approved Virtues. |

.and magnificent Clofer for-a private Wan, sefteemed by. thecurious to amount:to the 
Value of 45 or 50000'Livres: “This vaft- Expence and Profufien would have fixed a Blot 
‘upon ‘the Lite aPhilofepher, thad.it had. any othemObject., . | 
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In 1700, he was ordered by the King to travel into Greece, Aja, and Afric, not only_ 
_ to difcover the Plants of the Ancients, and others, which perhaps efcaped their Know- 
ledge; but to make Obfervations upon all the Parts of Natural Hiftory, ancient and 
modern Geography, and even of the Manners, Religion, and Commerce of the feveral 
Nations: He was ordered to write as oft as poffible to AZonJ. de Pontchartrain, and toin- 
form him in detail of all his Difcoveries and Adventures: . He fet out accompanied by 
Mr. Gundelfheimer, a German, and Mr. Aubriet, an excellent Painter, and travelled to 
the Frontiers of Perfa, herborizing and obferving: He fhould have vifited 4fric, but 
the Plague, which raged in Egypt, forced him from Smyrna into France, whither he re- 
turned loaded with ihe Spoils of the Ea: He brought back with him, befides an infi- | 
nite Number of curious Obfervations, 1356 new Species of Plants, of which the great- 
eft Part eafily ranked themfelves under fome of his 673 Genus’s; for the reft he was only 
obliged to create 25 new ones, without any Augmentation of Clafles; which de- | 
monttrates the Convenience of his Syftem. Thefe Plants compofe the Corollary to his 
Inftitutions. , Soa 
Upon his return to Paris he refolved to renew his Practice in Phyfick, which he had — 
facrificed to his Eaftern Voyage, at a Time when it turned-to good Account; but Ex- 
perience teaches us, That is whatever depends upon a certain Tafte of the Publick, In- 
terruptions are dangerous ; humane Approbation 1s fomething forced, is very fickle and __ 
changeable, and feeks only to have anend. Mr. Tournefort encountered great Difficul- 
ties in refuming his former Practice ; he was befides obliged to continue his Exercifes at 
the Royal Garden, and to difcharge the Office of Profeflor in Phyfick at the Royal Col- 
lege, the Fun¢tions of the Academy demanded fome Time; in fine, he determined 
-amid{t all this hurry of Bufinefs to compleat the Relation of his Voyage, which lay in ~ 
fcattered and confufed Memoirs, intelligible only to himfelf: The. Toil and Fatigue of © 
the Day fhould have been fucceeded by neceflary Repofe and Tranquillity; but on the 
contrary, it obliged him to new Labours during the Night : His {trong and vigorous 
Conftitution {upported the vaft Fatigue for fome Time without any fenfible Inconye- — 
nience, but at length Decay of Health enfued ; and while, in this bad Difpofition of © 
Body, he unfortunately received a violent Blow. upon the Breaft, which he certainly 
judged would put a {peedy Period to his Life, he dragged but a languifhing Life for 
fome few Months afterwards, and died the 28th of December, 1708. ae 
By Teftament, he left his Cabinet of Curiofities to the King, for the Ufe of the Learn- 
ed; and: his Books of Botany to Mr. L’Abbé Bignon: The firft Volume of the Relation — 
of his Voyage was printed at the Lozvre~before his Death, and the fecond was after« 
wards finifhed from his Manufcript : This Work, which preferves its firft Form of Let- ©

AZatthiolas, 
in his Commentaries upon this Author, 
tells us from Galen, that it isof a hot Tem- 
perature, of a fharp and bitterith Tafte, 
and that it provokes Urine, and the month- 
ly Courfes.

The third Species, or the double Tongue, 
is efteemed a vulnerary Plant: All that 
Diofcorides fays of it, is, that a Garland of

Authors have very much differ’d about 
this Plant; it was entirely unknown to 
Diofcorides, but A4Zefue mentions it in his 
fecond Book of fimple Medicines, affirm- 
ing it to be the Root of a milky Plant, 
with the Leaves of Fennel-Giant, but 
Jefler ; whence a great many have milftaken

mended in the Jaundice, Scurvy, Gout, 
and the other Diftempers already mention- 
ed. It is given to Children to the Quan- 
tity of 3(3, to thofe of riper Years to 21 
or 211, and to fuch as are of a robuft 
Conftitution to 38, in any proper Vehicle. 
It may be given either in Subftance, or in. 
Infufion; the Infufion is for the moft Part 
made in Wine, if there be no figns of a 
Fever, and if there be, in the Water of 
Endive: Yea, and then to be ufed with 
Caution; itis feldom or never given in 
Deco&tion, for in boiling it lofes its ca- 

_ thartic Force. ; 

An Extract and a Rofin are prepared 
from Mechoacan, either with white Wine, 
or Spirit of Wine, the. Dofe whereof is 
from 98 to 38. 

Mechoacan is an ingredient in the catlro- 
lick Extract of Vicardus, in the famous Ay- 
dragog of Rhenodeus, and in the Hydragog 
Syrup of Charras; the ancient Phyficians 
were entirely ignorant of it; weare in- — 
debted to the Spanifh Phyficians and Sur- 
geons for the frit Difcovery ; they firft 
brought it into Exrope from the Spanifl 
Weft- Indies, 

It grows, as we have already mentioned, 
in Mechoacan, an Mland of New-Spain, in 
South-America; but that which grows up- 
on the Continent in the Province of WVica- 
ragua, is the beltand moft valuable; the

feription of the Rhapontic, given by Diof-

~ Rha or Rheum, called by the Latins Rha- 
pontic, grows in thofe Countries that lie 
above the Bofphorus, from whence it is 
‘brought; the Root is black, like to that of 
the greater Centaury, but {maller, of a dark- 
erred Colour, fungous, fomewhat light, 
and without fcent; that is beft which is 
not worm-eaten, that is clammy and aftrin- 
gent to the Tafte, and that tinctures the 
Spittle witha Yellow, inclining toa Saffron 
Colour when chewed : Befides, Diofcorides

And Ray, who in his Hiftory afhrmed the 
Rhapontic of. the Ancients and the mo- 
dern Chinefe Rhubarb to be altogether dif- 
ferent, in his Supplement: declares himfelf 
of another Opinion, and that with Herman 
and others he believes it to be a great 
round-leaved exotic Dock, or Thracian 
Rhapontic; and not the Root of that Plant 
defcribed by AZuntingiuvs, under the title of 
Rhabarbarum Chinenfe longifolium, Gc. he 
adds, That he obferved two Varieties of it, 
the one having its triangular Seed loofe in 
the Husk, and the other having them infe- 
parably joined thereto; we fhall infift no» 
longer upon this difpute, but leave the De-

Dofe from 91 to 31: There is likewife a 
Syrup of Succory with Rhubarb: It is 
commonly corrected, but to little purpofe, 
with the Saunders; Cinnamon or Fret Salt 
is better, or fome Drops of the effential

demon{trated, that the Particles which caute 
that Senfation of Sharpnefs upon the 
Tongue, produce in the Ventricle and in- 
teftinal Dud an Impreffion fufficient to 
bind, and to make them enter into Con- 
tractions oppofite to thofe which. deter- 
mined the Flux of the Humours down-) 
wards, as we find in the Jppecacoana, which.

J 
have made to illuftrate and clear up this” 
Matter, { could never find, after thefe~ 
two, or fuch like Preparations, any- 
Grounds to believe the Rhubarb a certain

It is certain that in all the Purgatives. of 
which the Tin@tures have been drawn: by a- 
proper Adenftruum, befides that Subftance of ' 
a Honey-like Confiftence, called the Ex- - 
tract, we meet with a fecond earthy Sub-- 
ftance, which is the Faces or Lees, that’: 


‘ferves to curb the Activity of the other, | 
while they remain united, and which ‘is. 


not at all purgative; we muft then upon 
this bottom own the Refidue or Faces of all 
the Purgatives to be aftringent, which has.

‘taining always an equal Degree of Heat ; I 
afterwards drained off the Infufion, which 
Tgently ftrdined; the Tincture, when it 
was fully fettled, was of.a beautiful deep 
Yellow, fomewhat inclining to a Red, 
and of a. fupportable Bitternefs, with a 
moderate Sharpnefs or Aftriction: I did 
not boil this Infufion, being fully perfwad- 
ed by repeated Experience, that purgative 
Medicines, efpecially thofe that are of the 
vegetable Kingdom, lofe much of their 
Force and Virtue by too great a Degree of 
Heat or Ebullition: Having evaporated 
- this Tinéture to the Confiftence of an Ex- 
tract, there remained four Drachms and 
- twelve Grains. ' 
- A Drachm of the Tin¢ture of Rhubarb, 
prepared as I have already fpecified, purges 
nore powerfully than two Drachms of the 
Extract from the fame Tincture ; yea, twen- 
‘ty-four Grains of Rhubarb in Subftance 
purges more effectually than a Drachm of 
the Extract; the fame has been obferved of 
Senna and feveral other Purgatives of that 
Nature; from whence we may conclude, 
That ‘tis often better to ufe Medicines, 
{uch as Nature has produced them, with- 
out refolving and difuniting their confti- 
tuent Parts and Principles, unlefs a Phyfi- 
cian has particular Reafons for acting other- 
wife, | | | 
I give it tooasa fure Remark, that the 
Jnfufions of. the vegetable Purgatives work 
more effectually than their~ Decoctions ; 
from whence it appears, That the. molt 


adtive Principles of thofe mixed Bodies are ~ 


‘diffipated by the Heat; we find too, That 

“the molt Part of thofe Vegetables, if kepr 
too long, efpecially ia powder, lofe much 
of their Force and Energy. 

But to refume the Thread of our Opera- 
tion, having dried the remaining Part of 
the Rhubarb from whence 1 had drawn 
that firft Tin@ture and Extract, I found it 
- to weigh one Ounce, three Drachms and 
fome Grains, and I drew a Tincture froin 
it by fimplé Infufion: This fecond Tin- 
ture was not of fo deep a Yellow, lefs bit- 
ter and lefs {harp to the Talte, arid in fine 
'4efs {cented than the preceding, which it 
very inuch refembled ; but I have obferved 


upon feveral Occafions, that thofe fecond 


“gent Power from any fenfible Effect.

Tin@ures were more weak in their Opera-. 
tion than the firft, tho’ given toa greater 
Dofe, nor did I ever remark any Aftrin-. 
gency-in them. ; 

After having evaporated this fecond Tin- 
Cture fufficiently feparated from its Faces, 
I had three Drachms of a pretty folid Ex- 
tract; “tis true, this Extract was purgative, 
but remarkably in a lefler Degree than that 
of the firft Tin@ure. 

The Refidue of this fecond Infufion be- 
ing dried, weighed but feven Drachms, it 
was almolt infipid, and had but a very lit- 
tle Sharpnefs or Aftriction. 

I repeated, however, a third Infufion by 
Ebullition ; the Decoétion was of a dark 
blackifh Colour, without Smell, little or 
no Tafte, and almo({t no Aftridtion. 

I never obferved that either this third 
Tincture or its: Extra@t was cathartic or 
aftringent, aliho’ taken to a very large 
Quantity: LTobtained from this third In- 
fufion or Deccétion a Drachm of hard Ex- 
tract, but of no proper Confiltence, and 
very earthy; this la(t Reimatuder, when - 
well dried, wanted fome Grains of fix: 
Drachms, was ‘without all Tafte and 
Smell, and gave no tinéiure to the Spirit 
of Wine _ | a 

I have often adminiftred to Patients that 
refiduous Subftance of the Rhubarb, but 
never perceived it poficfled of any aftrin- 

By thefe three Infufions the uvo Ounces 
of Rhubarb yielded an Ounce and twelve 
Grains‘of Extra&t.  ~ pagel 

This is all f-obferved of the Rhubarb 
examined by a watry Diffolvent,' 1 fhall 
now fet down what I found from a ful- 
‘phurous»Diflolvent. 3 

I drew by a fufticient Quantity of the 
rectified Spirit of Wine the Tinéture of one 
Ounce of Rhubarb, in proper Veflels by a 
digeftive Fire, flow at the Beginning, but 
fomewhat ftronger towards the end of the 
Operation, for the Space of twenty-four 
Hours: The Tin@ture was of a beautiful 
citron Colour, very much differing from 
that which was drawn with Water, not 
only as tothe Colour, but likewife as to 
the Tafte; for this Tincture, drawn with 
the Spirit of Wine, has but a little Bitter- 
nefs, and alioit without any Degree of 

Ge Sharp-. 


Sharpnefs or Stipticity ; which may incline 


us to believe, that the purgative Faculty of 


this Root depends more upon its Salts than 
its Sulphurs, which muft bein it but 1n an 
inconfiderable Quantity, feeing the Tin- 
Sture. was but little impregnated ; yea, I 
am apt to fufpect that this {mall Tin@ure 
which the Spirit of Wine drew, was 
owing to fome remains of Phlegm, which 
the Spirit of Wine imbibes, however re- 
Gtified it appears to be. 

Having drawn off the Spirit from the 
Tincture by Diftillation, the remaining 
Extract weighed a Drachm and a half; it 
was of a fine Colour; of a good Smell, 
and left the true Tafte of Rhubarb upon 
the Tongue; half a Drachm of this Extra& 
purges gently. 

This Tin@ture wherewith the Spirit of 
Wine is charged, does not turn of a milk 
Colour by the Mixture of Water, whic 
clearly fhows that it contains but few, or 
no refinous Particles. é : 

The refiduous Part thro’ which the Spi- 
rit of Wine had pafled, when throughly 
dried, weighed fix Drachms, and remained 
of as beautiful a Cclour ; almoft as bitter 
and ftiptic to the Tafte as the Rhubarb it 
felf before the Operation. 

I have often adminiftred half a Drachm 
of this refiduous Subftance, which purged 
as effectually as an equal Dofe of the Rhu- 
barb; but it had not always the fame Ef- 
fet, tho’ it never failed to purge. 

With Water I took the Tincture and Ex- 


tract of this remaining Part, they are both 


purgative in the fame Degree with the firft 
that I named. 

» In the iaft Tin@ures of this Refidue I 
oblerved fo little virtue that I feldem or 
mever ufed them.

I fhall add, That by the molt exact Exa- 
‘mination of all thefe Tin@ures and Ex. 
tracts, the firft Infufion and Extraét con- 
tained what. was moft purgative and aftrin-. 
gent in the Rhubarb, feeing both of them 
are more bitter, and more fharp and ftiptic 
than the others. i. 

The Diftillation of Rhubarb by the Re- 
tort after the ordinary Manner, gave me 
but {mall Satisfaction, as I ftill found it in 


. all the Purgatives thus diftilled: From 


Rhubarb thus diftilled, I drew by the fir 
Degree of Heat a Phlegm which had fome 
{mell of the Root, fome finall Sharpnefs- 
and Tafte; the other Parts which followed 
had Degrees of Acidity: The laft yielded 
no Oil; for mixed Subftances which con- 
tain but few refinous Particles, give but a 
{mall Quantity of Oil by Diftillation ; © 
the Salt extraéted from the Caput Aortuum, 
was but little, and fermented withacids, 
By all thefe Experiences it appears to me, 
That we are equally uncertain and igno- 
rant of any aftringent Quality in the Rhu- 
barb, as we are fure of its purgative 
Power; the firft is only bottomed upon 
that {mall Degree of Sharpnefs and Stipti-

Cokar-Kernels, made after the fame Man- 
ner by the Natives, efpecially in the Ifland 
of Affumption, from whence almoft all the 
Cokars we now fell are brought; the 
Wool burnt and held under the Nofe to.

The egyptians ufe the Wool of the Tree-

mical Analyfis the Roots yield much fetid 
Oil, a large Quantity of acid Liquor, and 
a confiderable Quantity of volatile con- 
creted Salt: The Roots, the Tendrils, and 
the Seeds of Bryony are powerfully pur- 
gative, and remove the moit obftinate Ob- 
{tructions ; wherefore it is, that this Plant 
is fuccefsfully ufed in the Dropfy, Gout, — 
Epilepfy, Afthma, the hyfteric Paffion, 
Palfy, Vertigo, and in moft chronical Di- 
ftempers; the Root in Powder is given 
from 51 to DIT; the Juice from 311 to 28, 
and the Decoction from 3 to 3f or 31%, 
but in what manner foever this Root is. 
ufed, it is good to correct it with Cream _ 
of Tartar, or vegetable Salt: Arnaud de 
Villenenve relates, that he cured an Epileptic 
Perfon with the Juice of the Bryony-Root, © 
in the Space of three Weeks ; and AZutthio- 
las affirms, he faw a Lady perfe@ly cured 
of the hyfteric Paffion, by a Decoétion. of 
an Ounce of this Root in white Wine, 
which fhe drank every eighth, Day for a_ 
Year together. The Juice is obtained from 
the Roots of Bryony after this Manner; in 
the Spring Jay open the Ground round the 
Root, cut off the upper Part, hollow that

find the Cavity of the hollowed Part filled |

An Extract and a Fecala is 
likewife prepared from this Root; to ob-

the Spring to purge the Belly, and provoke 
Urine; the outward Application of the 


Leaves, Fruit and Root, by reafon of that 


fharp Quality they are poflefled of, cleanfes 
old filthy Sores, fretting and running 


_Cankers, Gangrenes, and Tetters; the 


Root clears the Skin from all black livid 
Spots, Freckles, Morphew, Cc, Bruifed 
and applied to any Place where the Bones 
are fractured, it draws out the Splinters; 
internally ufed, befides the Virtues already 
enumerated, . Diofcorides farther tells us, 
that it provokes the Courfes, brings away 
the dead Child and After-Birth, cleanfes 
the Womb, if Women fit over and receive 
the Fumes of the Decoction,. but that it is 
_ apt to caufe Abortion ; that it cleanfes the 
Reins and Kidneys, opens the Obftructions 
of the Spleen, wafts and confumes the hard 
Swellings thereof, c. fometimes he fays it 
diforders Reafon, which is not at all dif- 
agreeable with modern Experience, for this 
Root is called by the Peafants Madnip,

There is a Medicine prepared from the 
Juice of the Fruit of the wild Cucumber, 
called Elaterium, which is nothing eife but 
the Fecula of the Juice, and is prepared after 
the fame Manner as other Facala’s: This is 
endowed with a ftrong purging Faculty, 
and powerfully expels watery Humours, 
and operates violently both by Stoal and 
Vomit; befides, it provokes the Couries, — 
and kills the Birth in the Womb, whence 
it is but rarely ufed, being not unjufily 
fufpected of fome uncommon Malignity ; 
It was very much ufed in old Times, and 
frequently prefcribed by Hippocrates, Theo- 
phrafius, Diofcorides, Pliny and Galen; they 
approved of it.beft when it was old, of a 
sieoith Colour, refembling that, of the 
’lant, light, very bitter, and -eafily an- 
flameable, and is (till in ufe at this Time: 
As to the Colour, Authors vary, fome will 
have it green, fome white, others of a 
whitith Green: Parkinfon fays he has pre- 
pared both the Green and the White men- 
tioned by Diofcorides and Afefue; that that 
which was obtained by Expreflion was of a 
green Colour, and remained moilt for a 
great many Years, after-it had been dried, 
contracting new Moifture from the ambient 
Air: But ithat which was made-from the 
Juice diftilling without preffure:from the 
cut Fruit, was of (a white Colour when. 
dried, retaining both, its‘Colcur and Siccis 
ty, unlefs expoied tothe moift Air, or kept 
in a moift Place ; the Green, he fays, 1s not 
fo flrong a Purgative as the, White, and 
works with lefs violence upwards and 
downwards; of all Juices it is the mott 
lafting and durable; for if we may rely 
upon the Authority of TArophraffus, it re- 

M tains 
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rides approves of it only from two Years to 
ten, and e€gineta is of Opinion, that it is 
not good after it has been kept above one 
Year: Authors too differ as to the Dofe, 
it is prefcribed by fome from gr. VI to 9%. 
by others from 58 to 51; yea, from 5! to 
38. however it is to be ufed with great 
Caution and Difcretion, and not without 
its Correctives.

Medica, Medicamentum virofifjimum, & tan- 
tim non mors ipfa; “tis true, that im opera= 
ting it frets, corrodes, and opens the 
Mouths of the Veflels, and occafionsa Flux 
of Blood, from whence fome have conclud- 
ed, that it abounds witha volatile Salt, gi- 
ving a greater Degree of Fluidity to the 
Blood, and hindering its Coagulation : 
Mr. Bolduc found nothing of this from his 
Experiments; for having infufed a fufficient 
Quantity of the Powder of Coloquintida 
into Blood, newly drawn from the Veins, 
it did not prevent its Coagulation: This 
indeed does not conclude that it may not 
produce this Effect upon the Blood circula- 
ting within its Veffels.

- Ground by a Mill into a grofs Powder, as 
we buy it: The third Sort is the Madder 

unbundled, that is, the branched Madder 

ground to Powder ; but the bunched Mad- 
der, or that in bundles, is the beft, which, 
for its Excellency when it is frefh, is made 
into Bales, or put up into Casks, of a pale 

Red, but as it grows older, increafes its 

Colour to a fine Red; that of Zealand is

and trom the other Plants which have the 
fame common generical Charaéteriftick, . 
(viz. a Flower-Cup changing into a 
double Fruit,) by their Fruit which is full 
of Juice. | 

‘Tis the Root of the firt Species which is 
of common Ufe; chymically analyzed it 
yields abundance of thick Oil, Earth, and 
acid Phlegm, as alfo fome Quantity ofcon- 


_ ereted volatile Salt, and urinous Spirit ; fo 


that its Virtues appear chiefly to depend 
upon a copious Sulphur joined with Salt 
Armoniack and Earth. 

It is elteemed a vulnerary Plant, and is 
principally ufed in all Obf{tru@tions of the 
Spleen, Liver, and efpecially of the Womb; 
confequently of great Ufe in the Jaundice, 
Drepfy, an Obftruction of Urine, and to 
diflolve or attenuate thick and coagulated 
Blood, and in an Obftrudtion of the 
monthly Courfes, which it ftrongly pro- 
vokes: Thefe its Virtues and Ufes are con- 
firmed by the Authority of Diofcorides and 
Galen, tho’ fome moderns will have it tobe 
more aftringent than aperitive, and recom- 
mend it to {top the hemorrhoidal and imen- 
ftrual Flux, when exceffive, and in Dy{cn- 
teries; but frequent experience confounds 
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their Plea ; and as it 1s ufed by the Dyers 
in the Preparation of their red Colour, 
which it gives very bright, it muft confilt 
of very fubtle Parts, fit to penetrate and 
open Obftructions; tho’ at the fame Time 
we do not deny but that it may partake of 
fome Degree of Aftringency.

as frequently carried off Fevers, when the 
Jefuit’s Bark has failed. 3 

As has been already hinted, both the

_denies it from his repeated Experience, the 
leaft cathartick Faculty: Ca{par Hoffman

Diofcorides and Galen recommend the ufe 
of it in the fciatic Pain, which is fupport- 
ed by the fucceeding Teftimony and Au- 
thority of Fernelivs, who fays, that the De- 
coction of this Herb adminiftred by way 
of Glyfter, affords wonderful Relief in this 
Diftemper. | 

If we may rely upon the Teftimony of 
Matthiolus the Gommentator of Diofcorides,. 
the Decoétion of the Herb with its Flowers 
(for the Root is entirely ufelefs) cures all 
Speckles, Morphew, and other Difcolora- 
tions of the Skin. In Tufcany, he fays, it 
1s Called Biondella, becaufe a Lye of it terves 
to cleanfe and whiten Women’s Hair. 

Simon Paulli tells us, that there is not a 
more excellent Remedy again{t the Scurf

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All thefe various Species of Pepper having 
the fame or alike Virtues and Qualities, there 
is no neceflity for pitching upon any particu- 
lar one from among this great Number, fince 
they all equally .confpire to the fame Ends, 
and’ produce the fame Eftes. bat 
This Pepper then, which came Originally 
from America, and not from.Gainea, as is 
falfely fuppofed, is of a Nature extremely 
hot and burning, and of fo fharp and biting. 
a Tafte, that, it inflames the Mouth ‘and 
Throat fo exceflively, that it can hardly be 
endured: For if any one eat of it unawares, 
it is enough to choak him, and if applied 
outwardly to the Skin, it will exulcerate it, 
and, raife Blifters, in the fame manneras if 
they had been burnt with Fire; or fealded: 
with boiling Water. The fierce and noxious 
Vapours that arife upon opening the Cods 
or Husks, in order to take out the Seed, will 
fo pierce the Senfes by flying up into the Head 
thro’ the Noftrils, that: it will create exceffive’ 
Sneezing, and. draw down fuch abundance of 
thin Rheume, that one can fearce behold it 
without Admiration. If it pafles into the 
Throat, it will create a fharp Coughing, and 
even caufe a Vomiting to that Heighth, that 
all the Bowels, as well as the Stomach, will 
be ready to come out. Andif any one touch 
their Face or Eyes with their Hands, it will’ 
raife fo great an Inflammation, that the Pati- 
ents will think themfelves undone, and can- 
not be fuddenly removed, till Bathing the 
Parts affected for a confiderable Time, either 
with Wine, or-cold Water, the Inflammation 
will go off, without any Enjury..

It is alfo mixed with 
fuch Medicines as difeufs Swellings, Kernels, 
and other hard Tumours in any Part of the 
Body. It likewife cures the Pinn, or Web 
in the Eyes, being infufed with Honey, and 
alfo voids it by the Nofe. Mejue aftirms, 
That by fnufting up the Juice, the Head and 
Brain is purged trom thofe Humours that of- 
fend in It eafes the Head- Ach, Mesrim, ¢c. 
Galen farther declares, That if the Belly ke 
bathed ‘with the Juice, it will forceably move 
it downwards, and deflroy the Foetus; and 
that a Peffary-will produce the fume Effect. 
And tho’ the Root is weaker than the Juice, 
yet being either drunk, or externally applied, 
it will provoke the Terms. It is of good 
Ufe for thofe that have the Yellow Jaundice, 
to drive it out by Sweating, if the Patient 
takes 3 Drams of if in Powder, Mead or Ho- 
ney Water, It conduces likewife towards 
the cleanfing of all Deformities or Difco- 
lourings of the Skin, and all Freckles, or 
other Spots. Matthsolys fays, That the diftil- 
led Water from the Roots fnnffed Up into the 
Noftrils, flops bleeding to Admiration ; and 
that if 6 Ounces of that Water be drunk 
with-an Ounce of fine Sugar, it will flop the 
bleeding of the Breaft, Stomach, or Liver in 
a wonderful manner. He Says, That to hin- 
der the Violence of it in Purging, it is con- 
venient to mix therewith fome Mattick, or 
Nutmeg, or a Scruple of Rhubarb, It is alfo 
of excellent Ufe in the Cholick, and hard 
Swellings of the Spleen. He affirms, that if 
the Root thereof be beaten with a few Peach 
Stone Kernels, and bitter Almonds, and af: 
terwards laid to fleep in Ajua-vite for three 
ays, a drop or two of the expreffed Cream 
thereof dropped into Ears that are Deaf, or 
are afticted with a finging Noife, it will have 
a good Effect. The Juice mixed with Honey, 
or Plantane Water, and ufed as a Gargle, 
cures all manner of Sores in the Mouth og 
Throat, and the Tooth-Ach. Pliny fays, the 
Root is a good Antidote againit the Poifon 
of Serpents, ‘and that it will kil] Swine, 


which is contrary to the commonly received 
Opinion, that they love and greedily devour

ceived the Name of Pants Porcinus, or Sow- 
bread. Theophraftas affirms, that the green 
Leaves, or rather the frefh Root put into a 
Cloth, and applied for fome time to the Pri- 
vities of a Woman in hard Labour, will help 
her to afpeedy and eafy Delivery. 

Gerarde likewife affirms, That the Leaves 
flamped with Honey, and the Juice put in 
the Eye, clears the Sight, and takes away all 
Spots and Webs, Pearl or Haw, and all Im- 
pediments of Sight; andis put into that ex- 
cellent Ointment call’d Unguentum Arthanite. 
And 

That, if the Root be beaten, and made up 
into Trochifckes or Cakes, it is reported to 
be a good amorous Medicine to make one in 
Love, if inwardly taken. :

It Springs up in Stalks that grow very clofe 
by one another, with many Branches hang- 
ing down to the Ground: but almoft all the 
Suckers {pring immediately from a red Root, 
of a dry and-fomewhat bitterith Tafte, being 


covered with an outer white, tender Bark, 


under which lies a reddifh one. The Leaves 
are very tender, placed in order over againft 
one another upon longith little Foot-ftalks, 
the upper ones green on both fides, the un- 
der ones of an afhy Colour, much like our 
Pimpinella Sanguiforba.

It 
is likewife thought to be the fame Plant, 
which in Perfis, is called Siftiepteris, mention- 
ed by Phy, Lib. 24. C. 9. who likewife calls 
it Dionyfionymphas, becaufe of the agreeable 
Flavour it gives to Wine. Ce |

The Root is raberofe or knobby, fomewhat 
taper, tranfverfe, fending fibres quite round 
into the Earth, white within, propagating it 
felf by little knobs budding out of its fides ;

but rarely five, Leaves come out, which wi- 
thering in the Winter, new Leaves {pring 
out of the contrary Extreme the next Spring.

Words.. It is peculiar (fays-he) to this 
Plant not to fend forth a Stalk, but in liew: 
thereof it firft brings forth a Leaf, like a lit- 
tle Bag, which a little Footftalk at the bot- 
tom of it diftinguifhes from the other 
Leaves; for that which is to bear Flowers, 
is baggy at bottom. It-is likewife peculiar 
to this Plant, that it does not fend forth one 
fingle Flower, but many; and‘ thofe by 
threes, out of each low baggy Footftalk of 
the Leaves, in the fhape: of our common:

As for the muddy Juice, the Fire 
deftroys it, and feparates from it abundance 
of Oil, Phlegm,-and Earth, which by their 
mixture formed that vifcous Liquor. But it 
is probable, that fome Parts of the Salt of 
this Plant are more difingaged than the reft ; 
for in Tafting this Plant, one feels as it were 
the Pricking of a Needle or Lancet, which 
from Time to Time, pierces the Tongue 
with abundance of vivacity.

Medicine, nor is it compos’d of near fo fub- 
tle Parts as the round Species, | Lobelius ‘pre- 


fers the bufhy-rooted Birthwort, (Num. 7.) to 


both the round-rooted and long-rooted Birth- - 
worts, both for its delicious Aromaticknefs, 
and for its more’ powerful’ Virtues in Phy- 


fick ; for which-Reafon it is more proper to 


be put into the Theriacks, both of Androma- 
chus and Galen, than any of the reft. How- 
ever, the common Clematitis is found to have 


lefs Efficacy than either of the other two. 


Both, the long’and the round Birthworts are 
good for the Head, Liver, and Lungs’ efpe- 
cially. For which Reafon, they cafidaile ve 
ry much towards refolving and expectorat- 
ing any tartareous Mucilage, moving of the 
Terms, breaking of internal Tumours, and 


-expelling of Poifon. Befides, the Infufion 


of the Long-rooted Birthwort is very much- 
ufed for drying of the Itch or Scab; and it is 
of frequent ufe in drying and cleanfing of

I don’t know a more excellent Remedy for 
allaying the Pains which are felt by thofe who- 
are afflicted with the Cancer, than to anoint 
it with frefh Butter, mixed with Oil. that. 
has been drawn through the Retort. Flax. 
weed then or Toad-flax, refolves the Blood or 
Matter extravafated in the Porofities of the 
Fieth, and at the fame time foftens the Fibres, 
the extraordinary Tenfion of which, caufes 
infupportable Pains. The Ointment of Toad- 
flax, is excellent to abate the Inflammation of 
the Edemeroids. The Manner of preparing it 
is thus: You muft boil the Leaves of this 
Plant in Oil, in which have been infufed 
Beetles or Woodlice; then you mutt ftrain the 
Oil through a Linnen Cloth, and add to it 
the Yelk of an Egg boiled hard, andas much 
new Wax as is neceflary to give it the Cons — 
tiftence of an Ointment.

A Dram of the Powder taken in fweet 
Wine, or Honey-water, loofens the Belly, 
and carries off thick and tough Flegm, and 
black or aduff Humours. It is given to very 
good Purpofe and Advantage, to fuch as have 
the Yellow Faundice, to fuch as have the Fal- 
ling Sicknefs, and to fuch as have the Palfy 
if the Herb be either taken by it felf, or the 
Decoction of it drunk. It is faid likewile 
to kif the Worms in the Belly.

againft fulphurated Wines. : 

The Seed, fays Lobelius, makes the Head 
heavy and ‘drowly, by its Smell, which runs 
thro” the whole Plant, but is not difagreeable 
and is for that Reafon much ufed by the Nor- 


thern People in making of their Ale and 


Beer. For either for want of Hops, or in or- 
der’ to make: the Drink more- exhilarating, 
they put it into the boiling Cauldrons, and 
thus making an intoxicating Liquor, by. whicle 
they become fuddled’ only with drinking a 
few Draughts, and play {uch Frolicks as if 
they were diftracted. : 

Cafpar Hoffman writes, That this Plant pur 
not only into. Beer, but even into Wine, 
makes it drink like Mu/fcadel Wine, and: thar 
it-may very eafily impofe upon the Unwary.: 

The Herb made inro Powder, and pur up- 
the Nofe, caufes Sneezing, takes away a Ca- 
tarrh ot Rheum, and purges the Brain. The 
Decoction. of this Plant in. Water, brings 
down the Courfes in Women, and fuch like,

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as effectually as Dittany. Dodoneus fays, 
that in whatever manner it is taken, it brings 
down the Courfes and expells the Afters 
birth. : 

In Englend they take the Leaves with bea- 

cen Eggs, Creams, and fome Flower, and fry 
them in a Frying Pan, and bring them to Ta- 
ble as a fecond Courfe, which they commend 
exceedingly for a Weaknefs in the Back. This 
is certainly a very grateful Dith to the Palate, 
and is thoughr very effeétual for ftrengthening 
the Reins, and provoking Luft. : 
_ The Leaves fteep’d in Vinegar, either by 
themfelves or with Honey, difcufs Boils, and 
even, Felons, if they are not come to a Head. 
Matthiol. The Mucilage of the Seed does the 
fame; which is thought to be appropriated 
for the Diftempers of the Eyes. 

Schwenck felde fays, that it cures Epilepfes 
and Suffocations of the Matrix: And Grato, 
among his other Hypori/ta, commends an 
Ointment of this Herb boiled with Butter, 
to which is added fome Tacamahaca, and laid 
upon the Navel, in Suffocations of the Womb, 
and fuch like Affections, 

The whole Seed put into the Eyes, is faid 
to be very good for removing Dimnefs,” and 
to fend out any Motes that have faln into 
them. Becaufe being carried round the Bulb 
of the Eye by much turning, it falls our at 
laft when it is full of Moifture, and covered 
with the Naftinefs and Matter of the Eye.

: The Species of Suge may be known, even 
when they want Flower and Fruit, by a cer- 
tain aromatick, heavy Smell, peculiar to ir 
felf, and by its wrinkled Leaves, {uch as are 
old Cleaths rumpled by wearing. 

Sage is accounted a moft wholefom Plant 
amongft our Countrymen, and therefore in 
the Spring,.and elpecially in the Month of 
May, they ufe to eat the Leaves ard tender 
Tops of it with Butter to purify the Blood, 
and preferve Health. But becaufe Toads do 
frequently. neftle under it, we ought never. to 
ufe ic without having firft wafhed and cleanfed 
it very carefully. Pareus fays, he was told 
by one of good Credir, That two Merchants 


not far from the City of Touloufe, were in-- 


ftantly poifoned upon‘the Spot, by drinking 
Wine into which they had thrown the Leaves 
of unwafhed Sage, under whofe Roots there 
was afterwards found a great Nett of Toads, 
which a Phyfician of that Place affirm’d, had 


poifon’d the Sage with their Venom. There— 


is a patallel Story, if not the fame, told by

Boccacio, of two Friends or Lovers that were 


both killed by eating the Leaves of Sage, un- 
der which a Toad was foundto remain. And 
therefore, to keep away Toads, and other ve- 
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nomous Creatures, the Italians are wont to 


plant Rue, either by it, or intermixed with | 
it; which gave occafion to the Poet to join 


‘them both together in this Line,

Benefit in wafhing them in the Decoction or 
Maceration of Sage in Wine, 

If you make a Decodtion of a Handful of 
Sage, two Drams of Virginia Tobacco, and a 
Pugil or two of dried Barley.

Vinegar, for a Gargari/m to wath the Mouth, 
or to wafh the Teeth when they ake, you will. 
find great Eafe in ufing it, as I have found by 
Experience in LPS Pea bIE it to the Country 
People. Simon Paulus. : 

Orpheus fays, That three Spoonfuls of the 
Juice of Sage taken fafting with a little Honey, 
doth prefently ftop the Spitting or Vomiting 
of Blood ; which is confirmed by the Tefti-. 
mony of the famous Veflingius, who found it 
true from his own Experience, having gather- 
ed the Experiment from etius, and tried it: 
with Succefs in his own Practice. it 

For thofe that are ina Con/umption, thele 
Pills are much commended. Take Spikenard: 
and Ginger of each two Drams; of the Seed - 
of Sage, a little toafted at the Fire, eight . 
Drams ; of long Pepper twelve Drams; all 
thefe being brought into fine Powder, let fo, 
much Juice of Sage be pur thereto. as nay . 
make it into a Mafs, fit to be form’d into + 
Pills, of which take a Dram every Morning 
faftings and as much at Night, drinking a, 
little fair Water after them. 

Matthiolus fays, That it is very effectual. 
for all Pains of the Head, proceeding from 
cold and rheumatick Humours ; as alfo for 
the Pains of the Joints, whether ufed inward- 
ly or outwardly, and therefore it relieves fuck 
as have the Fading. Sickne/z, and Lethargy, 
fuch as are dull and heavy, and {uch as have 
the Pal/ey; it is of much Ufe to {uch as 
are troubled with Defluxions. and Deftillati- 
ons of thin Rheum from the Head, and for 
the Difeafes of the Chef or Breaft. The 
Leaves of Sage and Nettles bruifed" together, 
and laid upon the Impofthume that rifes be-, 
bind the Ear, affwages and eafes it much,. 
The Juice of Sage taken in warm Water, 
cures a Hoar/ne/s and Congh.

Pliny fays, Ix brings down Women’s Courfes; 
and diminifhes them when they come down 
too faft, cures the. Stings and Bires of Ser- 
pents, and kills the Worms that breed’ in the 
Ears, and in all ‘other Sores. Sage is ac- 
counted to be of excellenr Ufe for affifting 
the Memory, by warming and quickening the 
Senfes ; and the Conferve made of the Flow- 
ers is ufed for the fame Purpofe, as alfo for 
all the other mentioned Difeafes. And indeed 
allcother Arts of’ fortifying and encreafing the 
Memory, beGde the vigorous. and healthy 
Difpofition and Habit of the Body, and the 
perfect Freedom and Clearnefs of the Senfes, 
feem to be no other than fo many fuggles and 
‘Ericks of Legerdemain, to impofe upon weak 
and credulous Minds, who are apt to catch 
at every ftrange Novelty within a certain 
Circumference, how much fo ever they are 
tied down to-a beaten Tract of Superftition 
in other Refpects. 

‘The Italians are perfuaded, that if they eat 
Sage fafting with a little Salt, they thall be 
fafe-all thar Day from the Poifon or Biting of 
any venomous Creature. 

_ Bor the Wéites in Women, it is prefcribed 
thus. ‘Lake Sage, Sarfaparilla and Balauft, of 
each an equal Quantity. Take one Dram of 
this every Morning for fome Days. This is 
the Remedy made ufe of by the Court Ladies. 
Chefneau. : . 

Agrippa fays, That if Child-bearing Wo- 
men, whofe Wombs are too moift and flippery, 
and not able to conceive, by Reafon of that 
Default, thall take a Quantity of the Juice of 
Sage, with a little Salr,-for four Days toge- 
ther, before they keep Company with their 
Husbands, it will help them to conceive ; 
and that it has good Effect upon thofe who 
have already conceived, and are apr to Mif- 
carry upon any {mall Occafion, by caufing the 
Birth to be the better retained, and to become 
more lively: Therefore in Cyprus and Egype, 
after a great Plague, Women were forced to 
drink the Juice of Sage, to caufe them to be 
more fruitful, after the pernicious Air that 
might be fuppofed to weaken the Parts pro- 
per for Generation: Tho’ methinks the Men 
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ought to be allowed their Share, as-well'as . 
the Women, to ftrengthen their enfeebled Ge- 
nerative Paris. ' 

I had almoft forgot to. tell you, that this 
Genus is called’ Salvia 4 Salvando, becaule it 
is falurary or healthful in many Cafes, but. 
efpecially in Barrennefs: Since by the. fte- 
quent Ufe of this Plant, barren Women have’ 
become fruitful ; for which Reafon Agrippa _ 
call’d it Herba Sacra. It is called in Greek 
"Eacaicoax@-, Diofcorid. Lib. 3. Cap. 40. The 
pale Afh-coloured, dry and withered Defor- 
mity of the Leaves on the dry and parched. 
Hills.in hot Countries where it grows natu- 
rally, was the Occafion of giving it. that 
Name; as if you fhould call ir {corched, or 
confumed' by blafting; for ercailev, fignifies 
intorquere &S contrabere, to be. drawn together 
and wound up within it felf, and coax@-, or 
rather opdneaG,, fignifies that Difeafe in Plants, 
which the Latins call Sideratio, Blafting, 7.

It is made ufeof to bathe the 
Gums of fuch as are Scorbutich; by adding to 
it fome Grains of Maftick. The diftill’d Wa- 
ser of the fame Plant, and the Conferve of 
its Flowers, may ferve for the fame Purpofes.

The Flowers of the 
white Arch-angel, are preferved or conferved 
for daily Ufe ; and the diftilled Water of 
them is ufed to ftay the Wites, and that of 
the red to ftop the ordinary Courfes when too 
violent: But this diftinguifhing of the Ver- 
tues by the Colours, looks a little too fuper- 
ftitious.

The Galeopfis procerior, fetida [picata, which 
is the firft Species here defcribed, fmells of 
Bitumen or fetid Oil: It has an herby Tafte, 
fomewhat faltith, aftringent, and does not 
redden blue Paper, which makes us fuppofe 
that its Sa/e very much partakes of the acri- 
monious Sa/t, which is naturally in the Earth, 
which in this Plant, is wrapped up in Abun- 
dance of Sulphur and earthy Parts.

Ie is paft all doubt, thar Mentha comes 
from the:Greek word MiySy, which they de- 
rive from MipuSey, becaufe it reftrains Wo- 
mén’s Courfes, or becaufe much eating.of it 
dimifhes and waftes the Seed. 

The Poets acquaint us in their Fables, that 
Mintha the Concubine or Miftrefs of P/ute, 
was transformed into Garden-mint by Profer- 
pine, (as it is common for all Wives to bear 
an irreconcilea bleHatred to Miftreffes ;) which 
is an eternal Monument of a Woman in an 
eternal Plant. Which Word the Romans li- 
king better, -becaufe the Memory of a -Girl, 
who was ill -us’d upon account of Love, was 
thereby preferved, by changing one or two 
Letrers, made‘their Mentha from the Greeks 
Minthé. Marcellus virg. : | 

Dalechampius fays, that MiyOn is named by 
the Greeks dad 7% wivds from the Stink of 
Dung'by ‘way of Anvipbrafis, becaufeir do’s 
not ftinke But Voffius very juftly explodes 
and rejects thofe Erymologies by Antiphrafis. 
Some expound MiSoy to be that Down or 
moffy Hair which covers almoft all moift and 
rotten Things that are expofed to the open 
Air, fuch as we fee upon Dunghills, and other 
fuch nafty Places. ‘Nor-isthe render Hairi- 
nefs which is to be feen upon wild Minr, 
bur efpecially the Calamint, much unlike 
this. :

Trag- nor do they fuer ir to curdle in the 
Stomach. Wherefore, fays Cafpar Hoffman, 
they who ufe Milk frequently, or who have 
no other Food, onght. to make ufe of this 
Herb. " 

But Milk taken into the Stomach, ‘(provi- 
ded the Stomach is found, and in good Con- 
dition) ought duly and according to the Or- 
der of Nature to coagulate; and therefore 
they who have good and found Stomachs, 
‘ought notto look our for fuch Things as 
will hinder that Coagulation ; butonly they 
who have weak Stomiachs, or fuch as have 
too much acid in their Stomachs, in order to 
moderate that Coagulation: For tho the 
Milk that is received into the Stomach cur- 
dles at firft, yerthat curdled Part is again dif- 
folved before it goes down into the Inteftines. 
‘Tis true, if it becomes too thick and hard, 
it is not fo. eafily diffolved, and’ therefore in 
that cafe Mint may do good Service. 

The Juice of this Herb, and the Water 
diftilled from ir, is of frequent Ufe in ftop- 
ping of exceffive Vomiting.

Authors are not well agreed about its Pow- 
er of raifing Luft, and of hindering venereal 
Dreams and Pollutions; fome_,maintaining 
that it is @ great Enemy to any. Thing of this 
Kind, while ethers areas pofitive on the other 
Hand, that itis agreat Provocative. 

Borellus fays, that it was revealed to him. 
as agreat Secret, thatif Women who have 
even been reputed barren, will apply a Cake 
made of the Mentha fplocfiris feu caballina 
ro their Privy-parts, in the Form of a Crown, 
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before they dally with their Husbands, they 
will readily conceive ; and thar this muft be 
done immediately after their Conrfes are o- 
ver.

Pliny fays, that in the Time of Pompey the 
Great, one found out by Experience, that by

ualities it 
likewife conduces very much to the Eafe of 
the reft of the inward Parts and Bowels, 
From hence itis highly extolled both by Fo- 
reftus and others, in the Palpication of the 
Heart, and in fainting Firs. It is recommen- 
ded by Rondoletius, in the Palfy, the Falling- 
ficknefs, Giddinefs.of the Head, and other cold 
Affections of the Brain, either boiled or ma- 
cerated in Wine, and fo drunk.

It is hotrer and more 
biting than Mint, and confifts of {ubtle and 
volatile Parts. Itis chiefly ufed for rhe Sto- 
anach and the Womb; it brings down Wo- 
amens Courfes, provokes Urine, opens the Li- 
ver, and cures the Cough. Schrod 

Hoffman fays, That it cures Obftructions 
of the Liver, difcuffes Flatu’s, and makes 
the Courles flow duly, either infus'd in Wine, 
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of drank in Powder with Wine. There 
may likewife be made of this Herb Fomen- 
tations and Cataplafms forthe fame Purpofes, — 
Diofcorides {ays, That it is ufeful for fuck 
as have a Rupture, fuch as are troubled with . 
Convalfions.or Cramps, with Shortne({s or Dif- 
ficulty of Breathing, and with cholerick Tor- 
ments or Gripings in their Belly or Stomach ; 
it likewife conduces in the Y:/low-jaundice, 
and being ‘taken in Wine ftayeth Vomiting, 
and taken with Honey and Salr, kills all 
manner Of Worms in the Body. Either ta- 
ken inwardly with Wine, or the green Herb 
applied outwardly, ir cures the Leprofy, by 
drinking Whey afcer ir. If it be applied in 
Weel as.a Peflary to the privy Parts of a 
Woman, it draws down the Courfes, and 
eafes the Pains of the Mother; but ar the 
fame time kills the Birth) and therefore to be 
refufed’to Women with Child. ; 
Ic takes away blue and black Marks o 
Spots in the Face, and makes black Scars to 
become of a natura! Colour, if the green 
Herb, and not the dry be boiled in Wine, 
and. laid upon the Part, or if the Part be 
wafhed with the Decodtion. Being laid to 
the Huckle bone or Haunch, where the Pain 
of the Sciatica {eizes and refts, in procefs of 
Time it fo heals the Part, that it entirely 
draws forth and {pends the Humours that cau- 
fed the Diftemper. This was a Courfe follow- 
ed inthe Days of Diofcorides, but our PhyG- 
cians and Surg<ons do not ufe it now a Days, 
The Juice of it dropped into the Ears kill 
the Worms that breed there. The Leaves 
boiled in Wine, and drurk, provokes Swear, 
and opens the Obftructions both of the Li- 
ver and Spleen.

ting the Virtues of Origanum; for he tells 
us, the Ring-doves cure their Wounds, by 
putting Origanum into them, Thus much 


at leaft we may gather from thefe different. 


and varying Stories, that the Antients had a 
high Opinion of this Plant, and particular- 
Ty of its Virtue in expelling and deftroying 
of Poifon. 7 agate 
Galen fays, that all the Species of it ate.of, 
a cutting and rarifying Quality, and that in 
the third Degree; and that the Heracleoticum 
is of more Efficacy than the. Oxits, and the 
wild Sort ftronger than either.

This Plant is called in Greek uéseov Ceftron 
4 remediorum copia €5 varietate, from the A- 
bundance and Variety of its Virrues. The 
Word Ceftron hath divers Significations ; for 
Suidas takes it for a Kind of Dart, and So- 
phocles for aePrickle or any pointed Thing. 
Others do hereby underftand Books\containing 
much Variety of Matter; and Pliny, {peaking 
of graving, fays anciently there were two 
Ways, the one in Wax, the other in Ebore 
C-ftro, i. e. Verruculo, which both in Greek 
and Latin denotes the fharp-pointed Tool, 
wherewith they graved in Ivory. 

It is called in Latin, Betonica, and Vetonica, 
ab inventoribus Vetonibus Hifpania populs, 
from a People of Spain called Vetones, or 
Veéttones, who were the firft that difcovered 
it. 

Antonius Mufa, Phyfician to the Emperor 
Auguftus, wrote a whole Book concerning 
the Verrues of this Plant, from whence it 
came to be in fo much Efteem, that they 
have a Proverb in Iraly to this Purpofe : 
Vende la.tonica, e compra la Betonica, Sell 
your Coat, and buy Berony. And when they 
would praife any one very much, they fay, 
He has more Vertues than Betony. Tu hai piu 
virtu che non ha la Betonica. 

A great many Vertues are afcribed ro this 
Plant taken or applied any how. Schroder 
gives them in fhore thus, It is biting and 
bitter. It* difcuffes,’ attenuates, opens, and 
cleanfes, It is a principal Cephalick, He- 
patick, Splenetick, Thoracick, Uterine and 
Vulnerary, and laft of all.-Diuretick. From 
hence it comes to be frequently ufed both 
internally and externally, efpecially in the 
Difeafes of the Head. :

This Plant is called by the Moderns Ba- 
filicum, on the Account of irs Excellency, 
becaufe, ic is worthy ro be kept in King’s 
Palaces, and to be handled by royal Hands, 
for its notable and fragrant Smeil. 

Schroder does thus briefly defcribe the Ver- 
rues of this Plant: It warms and moiftens, 
digefts and refolves, purges the Lungs, brings 
down the Terms, atd therefore may be ufed 
both internally and externally. | 

Hollerius, in his firtt Book of internal Dil- 


eafes, obferves that a Scorpion was bred in. 


the Brain of a certain Italian, by his too 
frequent f{melling to Ocivsum or Bafil. Ca- 
merarius likewife very often obferyed, that 
Scorpions lov'd ro neftle under Pots in which 
Bafil was kept at Venice. And Dr. Raymond, 
an Englifp Phyfician, in bis Italian Mercury, 
affirms that he found by Experience, that 
this Herb, if put under a Scone in a moift 
Place, would produce a Scorpion. in two 
Days Time ; which was confirm’d to. him 
while he ftaid at Siena, by a rare and me- 
~morable Accident. A certain Gentleman. of 
Siena being wonderfully taken and delighted. 
with the Smell of Ba/i/, was wont very fre- 


quently to take the Powder of the dry Herb, 


and inuff. ic up his Nofe; bur. in a fhore 
Fim 


me he turnd mad and died; and _ his. 


Head being opened by Surgeons, there was 

found a Neft of Scorpions in his Brain. 
Notwithftanding thefe Inftances produced 

by Men worthy of Credir, yer I muft pro- 


fefs my felf to be of the Opinion of the moft. 


celebrated Philofophers of this Age, that there 
is no equivocal or {pontaneous Generation 
of Animals ; and that therefore it is impofii- 
ble the Herb Bafil thould of it felf produce 
a Scorpion, 
deny, but thofe Creatures may creep to that 
Herb, as being delighted with the Smell of 
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In the mean while I will not: 


it, and lay their Eggs upon its Leaves and 
tender Buds; from whence it might have 
happened that the forefaid Gentleman might 
have drawn up the Eggs of Scorpions toge- 
ther with the Powder of the Herb into his 
Nofe, which being nourifhed by the Heat and 
Moifture of the Head, might breed Scorpi- 
ons there. 

Diofcorides fays that this Herb earen plen- 
tifully, makes the Sight dim and feeble,. [oo- 
fens the Belly, breeds Wind, provokes U- 
rine, withdraws and diminifhes the Milk in 
the Breafts, and is of hard Digeftion.. Galen 
fays it 1s accounted among thofe Things 
that are hot in the Second Degree ; but be- 
caufe it has an excrementitious. Moifture 
joined with it, it is not proper to be taken 
inwardly. And in another Place, that it is 
an Herb ufed in Sauce for Meat, bur is nox- 
ious to the Stomach, breeding ill Juice, and 


. hard to be digefted. 


It is held by Chryfippus (as Pliny teftifies) 
who’ inveighed bitterly againft the Ufe of ir, 
to be hurtful both to the Stomach, Urine 
and Eye-fight ; and befides canfes a Kind 
of Madnefs, Lethargy, and other Difeafes 
of the.Liver : and that the People of Afii-: 
ca fay, That if any one have earen Ba/fi/, that 
Day he is ftung by a Scorpion, he cannor 
be faved : Which Saying is quite contrary _ 
to that of Diofcorides, who fays, in the 
Name of the Africans, That he who is ftung 
by a Scorpion fhall have no Pain or Danger, 
if he bath eaten Bafil before. Pliny acquaints 
us, that in his Time it was vindicated from. 
fuch Calumnies as Chry/ippus had caft upon 
it, and was particularly recommended as 
effectual. againft the Sting of Scorpions, and 
fome other venomous Serpents 3 and found 
to be helpful and wholfome for fuch as are 
{ubje& to fwooning, if it is ufed with Vine- 
gar and fmell’d to. Ufed with Oil of Rofes 
or Myrtles and Vinegar, it is good again{t the 
Pains of the Head, and is to good Purpofe 
applied to fuch as are troubled with the 
Lethargy, Jaundice or Dropfy. The Juice 
or the Seed buifed put inro.the Noftrils pro- 
cures Sneezing ; it is good alfo for the Pal- 
pitation of the Heart ; it provokes to Ve- 
nery, and therefore was given to Horfes to 
make them apt to breed. Some of the an- 
cient Writers have likewife related, that the 
Seed is good to kill the Worms in the Belly 


and 
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“and that bruifed and mixed with Ox-gall, 
it takes away the foul Marks and Scars of 
‘Uleers and other Sores.. And ufed with Ho- 
hey, it takes away any Di{colourings and 
Spots on the Face... mae ah 
The Arabian Phyficians, efpecially M4e- 
fues ufed the Seed among other cordial Spi- 
ces, for comforting the Hearr, Je. for dri- 
ving away Melancholy and Sadnefs, without 
any manifeft Caufe. And for thefe Caufes 
chiefly the Seed is prefcribed by our Phy- 
ficians for the moft part. The fragrant Smell 
of this Herb, fo. comfortable to rhe Senfes, 
reviving them as it were when they are dull 
and difordered,; may evidenrly declare ‘a fin- 
gular Efficacy to be in ir, and therefore not 
ro be flighted and contemned. 5

Before I conclude this Head, allow me to - 
relate a pleafant Paffage, that happened be- 
twixt Francifco Marchio, an Advocate of Ge- 
noa, fent on an Embaffy to the Duke of

With which witty Anfwer the Duke was - 
fo well ‘pleafed, that he granted the Con-. 
ditions, ‘and fent him honourably home.

It is ufed every where for feafoning of Mear 
and for Sauce. It likewife comes to Table 
in Sallads in the Spring. with other Herbs, 
with Oil, Vinegar, and Sale Ir qualifies 
the Coldnefs of Lettuce, comforts the Sro. - 
mach by its Heat, and promotes Conco- 
ction. 

The Dutch frequently eat it in May with 
Bread and Butter. It does good Service in* 
that terrible Diftemper which they call the 
Scurvy: Nor is its Vertue and Power lfefs 
in curing of this Difeafe than that of Spoon- 
wort and Water-Creffes. 

There is nothing -better. in comatofe or 
lethargick Fits than this Cre/s, either boil’d, 
or eaten in Sallads, according to the Obfer- 
vation and Experience of Fore/fus. Obferv. 
Med. lib. 10. Obf. 39. 

Simon Paulus oblerves from Parew, that 
there is no Remedy whatfoever fo fpeedy 
and effectual for the filthy Scab and Scurf. 
upon Childrens Heads, as Garden Grefs 
bruisd and fry’d with Hop’s-lard ; for ir 
operates fo effectually thar it makes the 
Scurfs fall off in 24 Hours, and if the Ufe 
of it be continu’d longer it works a perfect 
Cure, as that Author learnt by Experience.

By the Greeks it was called Mixey and Mu 
way, (for it is written both Ways) ope 7 Li 
nove a non miniftrando, becaufe thofe that eat 
it are not fit to go about any Service or Bu- 
finefs.

Opium is now made in 
Turky, fays he, efpecially in Achara, Cara- 
chara, Spartada, Emetelinda, and other Towns 
in the Neighbourhood of Paphlagonia, Cap- 
padocia and Cilicia, They fow Fields with 
white Poppy as we do with Peat.

* the Poppy has bore its Heads, they cut them 


gentlely, from whence there flow our fome 
Drops of milky Juice, which they {offer to 
congeal: And there is no Turk, how: poor 
foever, but ‘buys it, and carries ic about 
with him both in Time of Peace and War. 
A Merchant Fem from Natolia affirm’d to me

69. fays, That he was 
informed by a grear many Perfons, Thar 
after the Battle fought ar Eevenz in Hun- 
gary, when the Chrittian Soldiers were ftrip- 
ping the Turks who had been killed, they 
found many of them with a {trong Erection 5 
which doubtlefs was occafiened by cheir ta- 
king Opium before the Battle. [1 very much 
queftion the Validity of this Argument, be- 
caufe ] have been credibly informed by ma- 
ny Officers, who had been in the late War 
in Flanders, Thar nothing is more common 
than for dying Men to have an Erection at 
the very Point of Death, which continues 
fome Time after.] Bat as to Sachfius’s fancy 
ing that Opium may provoke fome to Luft, 
viz. the Eajtern Peopie, and that it has a 
quite contrary Effect on the 1%ftern and 
Northern People, feems to me very impro- 
bable $ for I have not the leaft Doubr-but ic 
ftimulates in both. 

The Indians prepare an EleQuary of Opium 
(fays Fok. Saar in his nine Years Travels into 
India) which the Chinefe ule to excite Luft = 
by the Ufe of which they become {0 potent 
and rampant, that they will do Dury a whole 
Night without Intermiffion, their Miftreffes 
being fo overcome, that they are forced to 
make their Efcape, as not being able to 
fuftain the vigorous Efforts of their Lovers, 
Oleariw, in his Journey into Perfia, relates, 
That Opium is taken for the fame Purpofes 
by the Perfians and Indians.

ble varions Preparations of Opium in a golden 
Box; of which the Guefts took what they 
thought convenient to ftrengthen and invigo- 


‘rate them to fight manfully under the Banner 


of Lady Venus.

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P. Gaffendi writes, That it appears both 
from Diofcorides, Pliny and Apuleius, that of 
old they baked the Seed of Poppy in their 
Bread, in order to preferve Health, which, 
he fays, he knew was done by fome People- 
of his Acquaintance. Maéthiolus informs us, 
That ee Peonls who inhabit the Valleys of 
Trent, Stiria, and the upper Anftria, eat. the 
Seed of Poppy mixed with their Cakes, and:

withour becoming either ‘the more fluggithy. 
lazy, or fleepy for that. 

Waznerus, in his natural Hiftory of Swit- 
zerland, p. 262. fays, That in Argove they 
fow. a great deal of Poppy Seed, and prefs the 
Oil our of it, which they burn in their Lamps 
inftead of Olive Oil: Some alfo ule it in their 
Wictuals inftead of Butter ; and likewife mix 
at with, their Dough, of which they make 
Fritters and Pancakes, which they .eat with- 
our.receiving any Injury by ir. However, 
£ would nor advife any one unaccultomed 
ro ir to make ufe of it without Neceffity : 
For it retards the Motion of the Spirits, and 
Kinders. Concoction in, acure Difeafes, and 
eonfequently the Separation of rhe peccant 
Matter, and the putifying of the Blood.

Kali is an Arabick Word, which is given 
to feveral Plants that differ in Genus: For 
the Kali geniculatum differs in Genus from 
the Kali femine cochleato. The Word it 
felf fignifies Salt, and was given to Gla/swort, 
by Reafon of the great Quantity: of Salt 
which it contains. 

Lemery tells us, That it is opening, and 
proper for the Stone and Gravel, and to re- 
move Obfructions,. if taken in Decoction. 

The, Spaniards fow and cultivate G/a/swore 
in order to make thereof Sede, which was 
formerly called in Latin, Alumen catinum, 
and in French, Salicore or Salicote, or Alun 
casin. In order to prepare it, they cut the 
Herb when it is.at its full Growth, and let 
it dry on the Ground then they burn and 
calcine it in great Holes made in the Earth 
on purpofe, and ftopt up in fuch a Manner 
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that there enters no more Air than is necef- 
fary to make the Fire burn, The Matter is 
not only reduced to Afhes, but as there is 
a: great Part of it that contains a good deal 
of Salt, and as it is calcinated a long Time 
by a reverberating Fire, which comes from 
the kindled Plant ir felf, its Parts unite and 
cling {0 faft to one another, that it becomes 
a Kind of a very bard Stone, which they are 
obliged to break with Hammers or other In- 
ftruments, in order to get it out of the Holes 
after ir is cool. This Matter is a Mixture 
of abundance of Salt and Earth; of which © 
they make Glafs and Soap: The Bleechers 
and Scowrers alfo make ufe of it; and t& 
enters’as an Ingredient in Colours. 

The beft Sede is that which comes from 
Alicant : It ought to be chofen in {mall, dry 
and founding Stones of a greyifh blue Colour, 
full of little Holes like a Partridge’s Eye. 

. We draw from Sede by Diffolution, Fil- 
tration and Evaporation, a fixed Salt, which 
they call Sal Alkali; ic is cauftick, and 
there are ‘made of it Scones for cauterizing- 
This Sale +has much more Sharpnefs and 
Strength, than that which is drawn from the 
Plant reduced:to Afhes in the ordinary Way < 
becaufe the ftrong and long Calcination which 
it has received, impregnates ic with many, . 
more igneous Particles. This is Lemery’s 
Account of it. aera;

held to the Nofe, having: no offenfive Smell. 
You muft take care that the Stones: be not 
covered with a greenifh Cruft, or full of 
Pebbles ; for the firft will ftain and. fpor 
your Linnen ; and the fecond, by encreafing 
the Weight, will enhance the Price, befides 
{potting the Linnen, according to the Nature 
of the Stones within.

They make of this Sale, which the French 
‘call Soude, by the Affiftance of common Wa- 
ter, a white Salt called Salt of Kali or Al- 
hali, which is as much as to fay Kale Sale, 
becaule A/ in Arabick Gignifies Sait, and Kals, 
Kalt. Thus there are Salts of feveral Herbs 
called Alkali Salts, as thole of Wormwood, 
Gentaury, and the like. There are fome who 
pretend That the true 4ikali Salt is the Glafs- 
Sale, but they are miftaken, as fhall be fhewn 
afterwards. .

~The Glaf-Sale, which the Workmen: éall 
Sandiver, or the Scum of the Glafs,-is a fat 
Drofs thar floats upon the Glafs Mettle when | 
it is melted. This Froth comes from nothing 
but the Pot-afhes whick they ufe in making 
their Glafs, for the Flints they make ufe of 
will afford no fiich Scum. 
Take fuch Sandiver as is in very large 
Pieces, white without and within, heavy, 
and the likeft Marble that may be; and 
throw away fuch as is fat, blackith, and 
moift.) It is very much ufed by thofe thar 
make your white Earthen-ware, becaufe ie 
helps to vitrify the Sand. It is very ftrange 
that this fhould be of no Ufe to the Glafs- 
makers, and that the Earrhen-ware-makers 
fhould. not be able 1o do without ir, 
—Itcis tombe had in’all Places’ wherever 
Gla{s is made, being a fort of fuperabundant 
Salt thrown ‘forth from’ the Metal while 
melring in the Furnace, and fcum’d off with 
a Ladle by the Workmen, as the Recrement 
of their Materials. It is a very white Salt; 
inclining neareft to a nitrous Tafte, and ea- 
fily. diffolving in the Air or any moift Place ; 
for as Glafs is made of Sand and Por-afhes, 
the latter being put in to. make the former 
melt into Meral, fo this Sandiver is the Re- 


. dundance of thar Salt, more than is neceflary 


ro compofe the Subftance of the Glafs, which 
being in Fufion, fends up to the Top what- 
ever ismore than requifite for thar Purpofe . 
This muft be {cum’d off, or elfe it will make 


the Glafs unfit for working, render it very 
brittle, and no ways pliable. ; 


The beft Meral will yield, in a Por of 
two hundred Weight, near a quarter or half 
a Hunared of Sandiver. The weaker. the 
| Sale 
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Salt or Afhes are, the greater is the Quan- 
tity of Sandiver. They yield fome® four or 
five Parts more than others Uo, for green 
Glaffes, When the Athes are bad, they are 
forced to fill the Pot four or five Times with 
more frefh Afhes, by Reafon of the Quantity 
of Sandiver that isin them, before the Pét 
will be filled with Metal. Whilft any of it 
is in the Pot unfcum’d off, they dare not 
caft in any cold Water to hinder the boiling ; 
for if they fhould, the Furnace and the Pots 
would be blown up rogether. 

This Sandiver ferves to make Metals run ; 


‘and a little of it put into Antimony and 


Salt-petre, for making Crocus Metallorum, in- 
creafes the Quantity of the Crocus, and it will 
thereby feparate the better from the Drofs. 
Ic is fold in France, and there ufed ro pow- 
der their Meats, and alfo to eat inftead of 
common Salt. Diffolved in Water, and 
poured upon Garden Walks, it deftroys both 
Weeds and Vermin. The more nitrous and 


» foffile Salts are, the more Undtuofity they 


have, and run the more into Sandiver ; to 
which Nitre approaches both in Colour, 
Tafte and Fatnefs. 

Ic is faid wonderfully to dry and heal 
Scabs and Mange, the Part affected being 
bathed in Water in which it has been dif- 
folved. Parkinfon fays, That Sandiver works 
much the fame Effect with the Athes of Kali 
or Pot-afhes $ and is ufed often, being pow- 
dered fine, either to be blown into Horfes 


_ Eyes, or being diffolved, to be {quirted into 


them by a Syringe, to rake away any Skin, 
Film, Cloud or Pearl growing on the Sight. 
It is alfo ufed to dry up running Sores and 
Scabs, Tetters, Ringworms and other {uch 
Deformities of the Skin. 


Having this Opportunity of mentioning 
Glals, we hope the curious Reader will not 
be difpleafed to be detained a little longer, 
while we give him fome Account of the 
Gompofition of it, of the various Sorts of ir, 
with the feveral Ways of colouring, &e. 
taken from Lemery, Pomet and feveral other 
Authors ; referring for further Satisfaction 
to Nereus de re Vitriaria. 

Glafs, then, is a Compofition or Mixture 
of Afhes, or fome A/kalifate Salt, with Sand, 
Cryftal, Flints, Pebbles or other Stones, and. 
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melted rogether into one Subftance or Mais 
by the Force of Fire. _ ) 

_ The Firft Ingredient that enters into the 
Compofition of Glafs is the Pot-athes already 
mentioned, made of the Herb Kaiji, called 
by the French, Soude and Roquettle, and by . 
the Iealians, Polverina, Barillia, &c. There 


is little or no Difference in them, but as to 


the feveral Places they are brought from ; 
for the beft Athes make the heft Salr, and the’ 
whiteft, cleareft and finelt Glafs. Pot-athes 
made of Kali, which comes from the Levant, 
make a far whiter Sale chan the Barillia, and 
confequently a more perfect and beautiful 
Cryftal. 

Some ufe Brafs Boilers in making this Salr, 
which may do where green or blue Colours ~ 
are to be made; for this ftrong Lee will — 
fret off fome Part of the Metal or Verdes 
grife, which will damage a cryftalline Glafs. 
In this Cafe therefore, the better Way is to 
have the Copper or Veffel doubly lined with 
Tin, becaufe thar emits no Tincture. Alfo 
in making the forefaid Salr, you muft mix a 
Quantity, more or lefs, of Tartar calcined 
to Whitenefs, with your Por-athes ; becaufe it 
makes not only more and whiter Salr, and ~ 
more beautiful Cryftal, bur likewife opens 
the Body of the Pot-athes, caufes a fpeedier 
Diffolution, and a better Extraction of the 
Salt 5 juft as Alum or Vitriol opens the Body 
of Salt-petre in making Agua fortis, or Spirit 
of Nitre; which otherwife, without that Ad- — 
dition, would not rife. ; 

The Second Ingredient that enters the: 
Compofition of Glafs, is Glafs-ftone, Tar/a, 
or Sand ; and this is whar gives Body, Con- 
fiftence and Firmnefs to Glafs, as Iron gives 
to Englifh Vitriol, Copperas and Copper to 
Hungarian, Dantzick, and Roman Vitriol, 
which otherwife would run into Water in 
moift Places and Seafons. 

Glafs-ftone is properly every Sort of | 
Stone that will ftrike fire with a Steel : 
Thefe are proper to vitrify and to make 
Glafs and Cryftal withal ; by which you 
may partly know the Stones that may or 
may not be tranfmuted into a vitrious Sub- 
ftance. hat

Green Glafs Fritt, of which we have yet 
faid nothing, is a Compofition made up of 
coarfer Materials, to wit, of common Athes, 
without any Preparation of them, or elfe of 
Gobbets ground to a fine Powder, and a 
hard Sand. This requires ten or twelve 
Hours baking, more or lefs, according to 
the Goodnefs and Softnefs or Hardnefs of the 
Sand and Afhes. When che Fritt is put into 
the melting Pors to be made into Glafs, in 
the fecond or working Furnace, whether it 
be green Glafs, white Glafs, ar Cryftal Frit, 
it is to.be melted, and to be kept fo long in 
Fufion till it is purified and refined, before 
it is wrought. It purifies ic felf by fending 
up a Scumm to the Top, which is a fuper- 
» abundant Salt caft forth by the Metal, and 
by the Workmen called Sandiver, and is to 
be taken of with the {cumming Laddle as the 
Recrements of the Materials. This Sandiver 
damages the Metal, and makes the Glals 
dim and cloudy, being always very foul, 
and therefore is to be continually {cummed 
off and taken away, as long as any of it 
rifes. | | 

To reduce Glafs again into its firft Princi- 
ples ; take Glafs in Powder to what Quan- 
tity you pleafe, Pot-afhes in an equal Quan- 
tity ; mix or melt them in a ftrong Fire, pur 
this Subftance into warm Water; fo the Glafs 
will diffolve, the Salc'will melt and mix with 
the Water, and the Sand, &e. will fall to the 
Bottom ; by which it appears, That the Fu-

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fion of Glafs is not the laft Fufion, or be- 
yond Reduction. Helmone fays, if you melt 
Glafs in fine Powder, with a good Store of 
Sandiver, and fet them in a moift Place, all 


-the Glafs will be foon refolved into Water, 


to which if you add as much Aqua regalis 
as is {ufficient to faturate the Sandiver, you 
fhall find the Sand to fettle prefently to the 
Bottom, in the fame Weight as when it was | 
firft pur in. For the Salt in the Glafs is 
imbibed and taken up by the Sandiver, and 
Aqua regalis, and fo the component Parts are 
analyzed into their former Principles. 
_ As to the Manner of making Prince Ru- 
pert’s Glafs Drops: They are made of green 
Glafs well refined ; for otherwife they will 
not fucceed, but crack, and break prefently 
after they are dropped into Water. The 
beft Way of making them, is to take up 
fome of the Metal out of the Por, on the 
End of an Iron Rod, and immediately Jet it 
drop into cold Water, and lie there till it is 
cold. Where obferve, 1. If the Metal be 
too hot when it drops into the Water, the 
Drop will certainly froft and’ crackle all. 
over, and fall in Pieces in the Water. 
2. Every one of them that cracks not in the 
Water, bur lies in it till it is quite cold, is 
fure to be good. 3. The moft expert Artifts 
know not the juft Meafures of Heat required, 
and therefore cannot promife beforehand that 
the next fhall be good ; for many of them 
mifcarry in the making, and oftentimes two, 
three or more prove bad for one that hits. 
4- If one of them be taken out of the Wa- 
ter whilft it is red hot; the {mall Part of the 
Tail or Thread it hangs by, fo much of it as 
has been in the Water, will, upon breaking, 
fall into Duft, but not the Body of the Drop, 
tho’ its Cavities are full as large. 5. If one 
of them be cooled in the Air or on the Ground, 
hanging by the Thread, it becomes in all 
Refpects like other Glafs. 6. The Outfide 
of the Glafs-Drops that are cooled in Waret, 
is clofe and fmooth like other Glaf{s ; but 
within it is fpungy and full of Cavities or 
little Bubbles.

the Author of this Defcription, could not 
obferve the Seed.

_ This Plant has Branches nine Inches long, 
and better, that fpread upon the Ground,

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forr of a gummy. Tafte at firfi, and after- 
wards bitterifh. The Extremities of the 
Branches are poffeffed by two or three Flow- 
ers of a yellow Colour, with their Stamina 
in the Middle : to which fucceed three-cor- 
nerd Heads, which are pretty big, and con- 
tain pretty big and uneven Seed. _ The Root 
is ligneous, hard and lively, covered with a 
black Bark, and fpread into feveral Sprays.

He fays, That ic is to be ufed 
inftead of an Amulet, that it is to be put 
into one’s Hat, to be laid under one’s Pillow 
in the Night, to be often fmell’d to, to be 
firewed up and down the Houfe, to be hung 
up upon the Walls, @c.

The male cifus is drying: and aftringent, 
not withourc fome little Heat, tho’ fome think 
it to be cold, and is very proper to ftay 
Bleeding: at the Nofe or. Mouth, Vomitings 
and Weaknefs of the Stomach, and Fluxes 
of Blood and: Humours. both in Men and 
Women, as the Lask, the Bloody-flux, 
and all’ other extraordinary Scowrings or: 
Loofenefs'of the Belly, and Womens inordi- 
nate Courfes.. The Flowers, fay Diofcorides 
and Galen, are. the moft effectual for thofe 
Purpofes, being drunk in Red Wine; yet the 
Leaves and young Buds or Shoots may be 
ufed° with good Succefs ; and thefe applied. 
in a Cerote or Seatr-cloth ro any Scalding or: 
Burning by Water or Fire, heal them quick- 
ty.. Bruifed.and applied to any green Wound, 
they clofe up the Lips of ir, and reftrain the 
bleeding. The Leaves.alfo and the young 
Shoots boiled in Wine, and the Decodtion, 
ufed to wafh filthy old Ulcers, even though 
they be cancrous, eating or {preading Ulcers, 
will: wonderfully and quickly fiay the fret- 
ting and moift Humours, and dry and heat 
them. The diftilled Water of the Leaves: 
and. Flowers is of the like Efficacy. ; and. in. 
all Cafes. where. there: is required. drying,. 
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binding and ftrengthening, this is ufed to 


very good Purpofe, Park. who has all this 


from Diofcorides, Galen and Pliny.. 

The female Ciffus is no lefs drying: and 
aftringent than the male, and is uled with 
equal Succefs for all. the.

The Leaves of Cif?us Ledon fweat a certain, 
Liquor which. is called Ladanum, gathered 
into Lumps of a dark purple Colour, of a 
{trong but fweer Smell, inflammable, and

urn, 

Diofcorides informs us, That this Juice or 
Moifture fticks to the Beards and Haunches 
of the Goats that brouze and rub upon thefe 
Shrubs ; and° thar the Inhabirants comb ir 
of. The fame Author alfo acquaints us; 
That forme drew long Ropes over the Bufhes, 
and {craped off the fat Liquor that ftuck to 
them, and made it up into a Mafs: Which 
is almoft the fame Way of gathering it which 
Bellonius obferved in Candy, and defcribes: 
more accurately thus: The Greeks, fays he, 
make ufe of a pafticular Inftrument in ga- 
thering of Ladanum like a Rake without 
Teeth, which they call Ergaftir7.. To this. 
are tied many Thongs of raw and untanned. 
Leather, which they rub gently upon the 
Bufhes that bear the Ladanum, that foethae. 
liquid Moifture may ftick upon the Thongs ; 
after which they f{crape ic off with Knives 
when the Sun is at the hotteft: For which 
Reafon the Labour of gathering this Ladanum 
is exceffive, and even intolerable, fince they- 


-are obliged to remain on the Mountains for. 


whole Days together in the very Heat of 
Summer, or the Dog-days : Nor is there 
any Perfon almoft that will undertake this 
Labour, except the Callobieroi, i. e. the Greek: 
Monks.

"Phe Inhabitants of the Couatry gather the 
Greafe with wooden Inftruments like Combs, 
and then make ir up, being commonly full 
of Hair and other Filth, into a Mats or Cake 
of different Size and Weight, which is what 
is called Labdanum or Ladanum, thar is na- 
tural, or in the Beard. But fince the Iflanders 
underftood that there was a fweer, pleafant 
Smell] in this greafy Subftance, and that 
when it was well purified ic would be con- 
fiderably valued ; they have taken care: to 
melt it, and ftraia it rhrongh Cloths, as weil 
to feparate the Drofs from it, as to give ira 
raore fragrant Smell: Having thus refined 1c, 
they wrap it up in fine thin Bladders,.as we 
have it brought us, and give ir the Name of 
Liquid Labdanum, ot Biack balfam. This 
Fat, thus prepared, is much uled in England : 
As for what is wfed in France, it is fcarce 
worth mentioning ; the Perfumers being the 
only Perfons that deal in it, either by Reafon: 
of its Dearnefs, or becaule it is burt litle 
known. The worft of this liquid Labdanum 
is melted down into Rolls, which they twitt 
as-they do Wax Candles, and this they call 
Twifted Labdanum. 

Chufe the Beard Labdanum, the moft fra- 
grant and cleaneft you can get : The Liquid 
Kind ought to be of a folid Confiftence ; of 
a fine Jet black, {weet and, pleafant to the 
Smell; inclining to thar of Ambergrife; which 
has given Occafion to fome Merchants to 
fell Liquid Labdanum for Biack Ambergrife. 
As to the twifted Sort, it ought to be reject- 
ed, as being full of nothing bur Dirr and 
Sand.

Lémery’s Defcription and Account of it is 
as follows: Ladanum or Labdinum is a gum- 
my or reftnous Subftance, of which there are

The fame Pliny tells 
as, That anointing the Genitals with it, 
produces the fame Effet. And Diefcorides 
writes, That if the Stomach, Reins or Blad- 
der be anointed ‘with it, ‘the £fed will be 
the fame. 

Theophraftus tells us, That the green Leaves 
laid upon a Wound ftop the Blood. In 
Egypt, {ays Alpinus, they ule the bruifed 
Fiowers and Leaves in all Cafes where there 
is Heat ; and likewife the Juice, efpecially 
to alieviate Pains, mixed with Milk and the 
Oil of Rees. In Fevers and Watchings they 
apply the bruifed Leaves to the Head, and 
anoint the Forehead and Temples with its 
Juice mixed with Oi] and Vinegar.

Belly, as alfo to expel the Stone and Gravel 
ih the Kidneys, if the Decodtion of it be 
drank, or if the Perfon affected fit in it as in the 
Bath, or be fomented with ir. The Decoction 
in Wine is an exceeding good Wound Drink 
for any that have either inward Wounds, 
Hurts or Bruifes, both to ftay the bleeding, 
to diffolve and expel the congealed Blood, 
and to heal the Parts, as alfo outward Sores, 
Ulcers or Fiftula’s, perfectly to cleanfe and 
heal them ; and for green Wounds, many do | 
but bruife the Herb, and apply it to the Place 
wherefoever it be, and it will quickly heal 
them. The fame Decoction in Wine foment- 
ed to any Part pained with the Gour, gives. 
much Eafe : Ir does the fame alfo toall Joint- 
Aches, or Pains of the Ginews. Ic is moft 
certain, that Gerard's Experience in curing 
Kuptures is known to be fingular (tho’ not as 
of his own Invention) who ufed for this Pur- 
pofe either the Powder or the Decoction of 
this Herb, or both together, which relieved 
both young and old, if they continued long 
enough in the ufe of them.
